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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-21, and 27-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
invention as now claimed is not disclosed nor rendered obvious in view of the prior art of 
record. As to independent claims 1 , 8, and 15, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, the recited method, system, and program of detecting 
an authenticated identity of a caller requesting use of the telephone line to place an 
outgoing call, where the subject of the outgoing call contains service located within the 
packet-switching network outside a trusted telephone network facilitating the outgoing 
call and where the caller identity matches the selection of user identities currently 
allowed to place an outgoing call and where the subject matter of the outgoing call 
matches the subject matter allowed during the current time period. No prior art was 
found that discloses or teaches the limitations of claims 1 , 8, and 15. 

3. Claims 2-3, 5-7, 9-10, 12-14, 16-17, 19-21, and 27-32 are dependent upon 
claims 1, 8, and 15, respectively, therefore, claims 2-3, 5-7, 9-10, 12-14, 16-17, 19-21, 
and 27-32 are allowed.
